The full impact of the crippling 


railroad strike tumbled the na- 
tion's economy topsy-turvy today 
as President Truman acted to re- 
store service and end the "terrible 
havoc" resulting from the strike. 


AS the second day of the par- 


alvsis in rail operations threaten- 
ed to further imperil all phases 
of business and industry, Truman, 
in a stern ultimatum, told the 
strikers that if they did not re- 
turn to their jobs by 4 p m. (lo- 
cal time) today the Army would 
take over the trains.

Speaking of congressional inves- 


tigations, there is another oppor- 
tunity for some swift and 
tho- 


rough 
action in the matter 
of 


Army food wastage, disclosed in 
the recent report of War Secre- 
tary Patterson's nine-man civilian 
inspection committee. 


The committee's report, a shock- 


ing 
one. 
attracted considerable 


attention but little action. General 
Kisenhower sent out an order de- 
creeing court-martial proceedings 
against any officer who permitted 
loss or wastage of food through 
neglect, and demanding reports of 
any violation 01 Army food regu- 
lations. But beyond 
that 
there 


was little or no Army action. So 
far congress has likewise seemed 
indifferent. 


The big question is, how much 


surplus food does the Army have 
which could be spared immediate- 
ly? 
The civilian committee's re- 


port 
told 
of over-requisitioning 


and over-stocking of foods, and of 
posts' having supplies forced upon 
them which they did not need and 
could not handle. 


At this critical moment, when 


every bite of surplus food is sore- 
ly 
needed, it behooves congress, 


which foots the Army's bills, to 
make a quick 
check 
with 
the 


country's largest single purchaser 
of food and determine if anything 
can be spared—and then start it 
moving toward those 
w-ho now 


seem destined to be the victims 
of the victory which the Army 
helped so brilliantly to win.

From the beginning labor has 


had to fight for most of its gains. 
Labor took its cue—to grow strong 
by organizing hugely—from busi- 
ness. 
The American Federation 


of Labor was formed in 1886. when

There was plenty of fury against 


—and fear of —the big business 
monopolies back in those days and 
in 1S90 congress passed the Sher- 
man anti-trust act to bust the mo- 
nopolies. 


When Pin ley Peter Dunne wrote 


about the Americans' mixed feel- 
ings on trusts—"On wan hand I 
wud stamp them undher fut; on 
th' other hand, not so fast"—he 
might have been talking 
about 


some of today's expressed feelings 
on unions. 


There 
isn't 
much talk 
about 


smashing unions now. but plenty 
about keeping them from wielding 
such power that they can paralyze 
the country. 


Yet 
there is a very important 


point to keep in mind, as Presi- 
dent 
Truman 
pointed out 
last 


night when he warned against let- 
ting- a "wave of ill will" toward 
unions result in bad "restrictive 
legislation" on unions. 


If congress should go too far in 


restricting unions, it could have 
the effect of crippling them and 
setting their clock back for years. 
And that might easily change the 
course of American industrial his- 
torv.
